The two Dukes SIRE om the Parli-ment towards their Lodg- 
ing, the Duke of NVorf#lk ſaid to the other, Sir, you ſee how vari- 
able the King is 1m his Words, and (refiecting upon what was paſt) 
— how without "Mercy be puteth his Lords \ana Kinsfolks to atath, im- 
priſoning ſome, ard exiling LACE thersfare '4t behoveth us not to8 
much to truſt to this fair and ſmooth Laiiguage, for dowubil:[s- in tine' 
be will bring even 20 us the like Death and Deft ruttione. Of whicki 
Words he accuſed him to the King, which the other denying, it 
was to be try'd by Combate ; The Liſt were appointed; and the 
 dzy of meeting, 1hs elventh day of September, to which place;and 
on the Pay aſſigned came both the Dukes, and bravely accoutred, 
appeared before the King ready toenter into the Battle; where the 
King tnrew down hts Warder, and Naying the Combate, baniſhed 
_ the Duke of Fereford for ten Years. but the Pnke of Norfolk for 
ever ; who travelling many ( Countries,! /at the Jaſt came to Ferice, 
and there ended his Life. | 
Again in the Year 1466, and in the eighth of Henry the fourth, 
Sir Rich, Whittington was the ſecond time Lord Mayor ; V; cholas 
Worton, and F«fery Brook being Sheriffs: Again in the Year 1499, 
being, the ſeventh Year of Her -y the Fizth, he ſupply'd the Pretor- 
Tip, Rebert Whittington (his near Kinſman) and John Butler being 
SherifFs : And which is more remarkable of him than of another, 
he was onee Sheriff, and three'times Lord- Mayor of this honour- 
_ able City, in three ſever:i Reigns. | 
Now to cut off all Circumſtances, and come Cloſe to the Mat<- 
ter, We may eaſily find what this Man was, hy the pions Ads 
done in his Life to the City's preſent Grace, Uſe and Benefir, and 
to Þlz own bleſſed Memory : Ia the Vintry. Ward he built 4 
Chu ch, and dedicated it to St. Michar!, calling it Pater-nofter, 
in the Royal, and added to it a College, founde to St. Mary; 
«nd 
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Tie Life and Denth of Sir Richard Whittlngron? 
and placed tiftrein a Prefident and foor Fellows, wkich -oupiit' fo 
be Maſters of Art; beſides other yearly Allowance to Clerks and. 
young Scholars, near which he erefted 2n Hoſpita}, which he call'd 
Gge's Houſe, for thirteen poor Men ; and theſe, according to the 
Superſtition of thoſe Days, were to pray fur the Souls of {js Farker- 
| in-law, Hugh Fitzwarren, and Dame Mole his Wife, for whom he 
__erefted a fair Tomb in the Churck he befcre built; leavidg alſo a 
| Placefor himſelf and Dame Alice his Lady, when it ſhould plezſe 
| God toczll them. In which Place they were afterwards, according 
to their Degice, very onouradly interred, great Lamentation be- 
' Jng made for him by the Commons of the City. He buiided ano- 
, ther brave Structure, which: he call'd after his own Name. Whiz- 
| eington College, with a perpetual Allowance of Divinity-leQures to 
| be read there for ever, leaving good Land for the Maintenance 
theveof, And on the Welt-ſide of the City, he built that famous 
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| Gate and Priſon, to this Day call'd IVemgate, and thereypor caus'd 
the Merchants Arms to be graven in Stone. He added to St. Bar- 
8bolomcw's Hoſpital, and was at the Charge of Repairing theres.

This Sir Xichard Whittington, had Traffick from thence, by his
